SALOON MEN QUARREL 


AND TRAGEDY ENSUES 


Two Attempts at Murder Are Followed by 


Suicide-=0ne Victim on the Border- 


land of Death"The Inquest. 


A. doable tragedy was enacted io this 


elty yesterday morning a little after 10 
o'clock. 


Several shots were fired in rapid sac* 


cession in tbe Chicago chop boose at 
Ho. 17 Second street. 


A moment later one of the proprie- 


tors, M. A. Bollard, staggered oat the 
rear entrance holding bis band to bis 
face which was seared by a pistol bal- 
let. Mrs. Bollard ran oat of tbe front 
doorway, with blood sporting from her 
throat which had been penetrated by a 
bullet. 


A few moments later a large crowd 


bad gathered at the eatiag bouse. 
They found W. F. Bassman, the other 
partner, stretched oat- beside tbe 
kitchen door, with hie bead in a pool 
of blood and a pistol lying between bie 
knees. Life was already extinct. ' 


Mrs. Bollard was taken to the lodg- 


ing boose at tha oorne.rof Second and 
Center streets and ber Injury treated. 


Deputy Sheriff Hayes placed Bollard 


under arrest pending the .inquest, 
whioh took place at S p. m. 


The parties to this tragedy came to 


Reno aboat July 24tb, hailing from 
Trnckes. They opened tbe Chicago 
saloon and chop ..boase, bnt did not 
flon'rlsb in baoinessri , 


Baseman chafed under hU_straight- 


ened cirunmstancsa and became de- 
spondent. It is alleged, bat this was 
not adduced at tbe inquest, that Boll- 
ard and his wife were endeavoring to 
sever business relations with him and 
conduct a boarding,.and lodging house 
at 123 Center street, and ran a ealoon 
somewhere near the gas works. 


" 
The ti io bailed from Traokee, where 


they had a brief residence, no one 
knowing where they were originally . 
from. Bollard informed the JOUBNAL 
scribe yesterday that tbe dead man 
bad no relatives. It was also intimated 
that bis father bad been insane and 
that bera'lity was to blame for the 
aoioide and intended m order. 


The woman was very low last even- 


ing and had few chances for recovery. 


THF INQUEST. 


Coroner J. V. Peers held an inqnest 


over tbe body of Bassman yesterday 
afternoon. District Attorney Williams 
conducted the examination of tbe wit- 
neesae, who were called as follows: 


Dr. P. T. Phillips—Io company with 


Dr. J. A. Lewis I made an examination 
of the body of the deceased and found 
a ballet, wound in the right temple. 
Tbe coarse of the ballet was through 
tbe ekoll and anterior part of tbe brain 
and it lodged on tbe opposite elde, 
fracturing tbe skull. The wound was 
sufficient to oause almost instan taneous 
death. From tbe powder marks tbe 
mozzle of the pistol was held aboat 
twelve inciaes from the bead. 


M. A. Bollard—Bassman was a silent 


partner of mine. We first met about 
two montbe ago in Trockee. On bis 
suggestion we formed a partnership, 
came to Beno and entered into busi- 
ness. We gave op the Inn oh counter 
and rented the boose at 128 Center 
street to open a private boarding 
boose. 


This morning my wife came over to 


get a few tbinge that belonged to ber, 
and gathered them 
op on a tray. 


B»ssman stopped ber as she wae going 
out. A dispute arose between them. 
Bassman palled a gun and fired once 
or twice at me at close range. Then be 
tamed his gan and shot my wife 
through tbe throat. 


I was dazed, but I ran oat in search 


,ot a doctor and an officer. Bassman 
jhatf no difficulty with me, but he had 
,some jiiod of trouble with my wife. He 
,seesaed despondent and was all tbe 
{time grambliug and finding fault. 


•The fatal bullet.—In tbe meantime 


the two physicians had removed a por- 
tion of the ekoll of tbe deceased and 
t be ballet. They were introdaced in 
tV|'ience. The ballet was 88 calibre 
and k.^tted the" empty shells in the pis- 
tol fooi/d with thB bodJ-- 


Dr. J. A* • Lewis—I was present with 


Dr. Phillip^' •* tne examination of tbe 
body. I bea ro* m7 colleague's testi- 
mony and corroborate » in every par- 
ticular. 


J. G. Lacy—Thsr deceased solicited 


me to bay his interest at the Chiosgo. 
He seemed very desirous of getting 
ont. 


Constable MoNeilly—The officer de- 


scribed the appearance of tbe interior 
of Chicago. There was a ballet bole in 
Abe wall in the west side of the room 
and another in tbe wainscotting on tbe 
east side. A banging lamp bad been 
struck and broken by a ballet. The 
only sign of life shown by Btssman 
was a faint tremble in bis throat. 


Mr. McNeilly saw Mrs. Billiard ran 


oat o *tne Obioego and sit down on a 
ehair iu" front °r tbe G> R 8aloon« 
Blood was Rowing down over tbe front 
of her dress. ln "P1* to •»'• Qaestlon 
as to who shot her, ehe said: "The 
Dutchman" (meant:*!

An eye witness to yesterday'* shoot-

son of J. M. Wilson. Jim tells the 
story thus: 


"I went to tbe Cbioago and erdered 


a glass of beer and a plat* of ehesse. 
Bassman was alone then and I asked 
him to join me, which be did. W* 
were chatting away, when In came tbe 
big. partner and bis wife. I said to 
Bassman, 'Let's have another beer.' 


" 'In a minute,' he replied. He went 


to the front of the room and there was 
a row between him and tbe woman; 
I didn't pay any attention to what was 
going on until Bassman said to her: 
•Take tbe whole damn staff.' 


"Then be began to shoot. First he 


popped at tbe mas, then at the woman. 
The big man ran out tbe back door 
and Bassman followed him and took 
another shot. Then be turned toward 
me nnd dp-turned his gan, nod be 
went down without a strngf le. I tell 
yon he was a good actor. 


"In aboat half a minate in came the 


cops on the ran. McNellly saw me 
and thought I'd.jast come in. He said:
